County Commission adds water 


projects to grant application 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
April 27, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and added a number of 
water extension projects involving 
the county’s rural water systems toa 
community block grant application 
being prepared by a Montgomery 
firm. 

The commission had worked with 
the firm of Raymond Wheat and 
Associates several months ago on a 
grant that would allow a number of 
rural water systems to extend their 

jater lines with a grant that would 
pay 80 percent of the total cost of the 
project. A representative of the firm 
was present at Monday’s meeting to 
again address the grant, and after 
telling the commission that 
additional projects could be applied 
for funding under a second grant 
application was given several new 
extension projects by the 
commissioners, 

The commission stated it would 
study further plans during the next 
two weeks and give the firm a 
definite number of projects at its 
next meeting on May 11, 

If approved, the grants would 
provide funds for the county’s rural 
systems and if the systems decided 
to extend their lines the systems 
would pay the 20 percent not covered 
by the grant. The water systems 
would not have to do the extensions 
and would have the option to do the 
work after final approval is received. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission:

The 
water also spread throughout the 
school and caused heavy damage to 
the carpet in over half the 22 
classrooms. 

Cole stated nothing was plugged 
in near the location of the fire and he 
had no idea of how the fire broke out; 
but said fire marshals would be 
called upon to investigate the 
incident. 

Items totally destroyed by the fire 
and accompanying smoke and water 
included a piano, file cabinet, 
wooden bookshelf, two globes and 
many valuable library teaching aids. 


Director commends Human 


Resources for excellent work 


The Coffee County Dept. of 
Human Resources has released its 
monthly bulletin and in the report 
county director Ron Smith stated the 
department was continuing to 
Operate in an efficient manner and 
that everyone in the county should 
be proud of the ‘‘excellent work of 
the agency."’

Community Resources and Child 
Support supervisor Glenda Smith 
reported the puppet shows 
presented by Parents Anonymous 
were becoming more and more 
important, The show was presented 
to over 700 students during the 
month of March and Mrs. Smith 
Stated the shows were good for the 
children because they could learn 
that they would not get into trouble 
for telling someone about things that 
happen. 

Mrs. Smith also reported that the 
child support worker handled an 
average of 23 case records per day 
during March and talked with an 
average of 13 clients per day. The 
total client contact for March was 
240. Total collections during the 


month amounted to $28,838.67. 

Eligibility Unit supervisor Dianne 
Parker reported a busy month witha 
total of 329 cases involving aid for 
dependent children, while Food 
Stamp supervisor Debbie Jones 
reported her department issued food 
stamps toa total of 1,227 households 
during the month, Jones added that 
the total amount for active claims in 
March was $89,659, 

Service Unit supervisor Cathie 
Hansen reported a total of 23 
investigations into child abuse 
during the month and § reports of 
adult abuse. As of March 31 the 
department had cases on 19 
adoptions, 39 foster care, 23 day 
care, 29 foster homes and 176 child 
protective services,

cleaning up private property 


The Elba City Council 
unanimously accepted the recom- 
mendation of Mayor Bob English 
Monday evening and hired a new 
Street superintendent to replace 
Curtis Barefoot. N.L. Harvison, a 
long-time resident of Elba, was 
recommended by English who said, 
“Mr. Harvison has had several jobs 
that gives him experience in 
management and I feel he is well 
qualified for the position.’’ English 
said Barefoot had expressed a desire 
to step down and have ‘‘more time 
for fishing.’’ He will officially resign 
after a short training period for 
Harvison. 

The city council passed a pre- 
viously-discussed flood ordinance as 
required by the federal government 
if Elba citizens were to continue 
receiving flood insurance at cut 
rates, The rather lengthy ordinance 
wasn’t read at the meeting, but 
English explained it was word for 
word as required by the feds. 

English told council members 
there was a need for additional 
regulations to allow the city to 
enforce the removal of abandoned 
cars from private property and tc 
require property owners to clean up 
the site after a building has burned. 
He told of telephone calls from local 
citizens describing one of these sites 
as a haven for large wharf rats. 

A telephone call to the health 
department was non-productive as 
they have a backlog of work and not 
enough people to send out on these 
jobs, English said. . The council 
agreed something should be done if 
it is legal and recomménded English 
cortact, the Alabama League of 


Municipalities for suggested steps to 
take in this matter. 

Council members were told that 
the City of Elba had received a check 
from Southeast Alabama Gas for 
$62,000 this year, some three times 
the size of last year’s dividend. The 
gas district is jointly owned by a 
group of municipalities and each 
receives a prorata share of any 
profits generated each year. 

Council members were also told 
that the city has received another 


promise from the Census Bureau and 
they should be in Elba counting 
heads within a month. This 
information is needed before the 
council can divide the city into wards 
for the purpose of selecting .council 
members for the next term. The 
council voted over a year ago to 
change to the single member 
district, with only those in the 
district voting on their 
representative.

Logical consequences are a 
valuable form of discipline. For our 
purposes, let’s define discipline. 
Discipline is a learning experience. 
Discipline teaches your child to be 
responsible and to take pride and 
pleasure in doing what is right. 
Logical consequences are a valuable 
learning tool both for parents and for 
their children, The parents must 
learn to pay attention to discipline 
and learn to be consistent. In other 
words, often they must be creative. 
The child learns a valuable lesson of 
being responsible for their behavior. 
The child learns from logical con- 
sequences that their choice of action 
(their behavior) has consequences 
and it was their choice which brought 
about those consequences, The 
parents must sometimes arrange 
things to ensure that what follows a 
choice of action is logical. The 
“engineering'’ which the parent 
does sets limits, not on the child, but 
on what the parent will or will not do. 
Susie has failed, after repeated 
instructions, to place all her dirty 
clothes in the laundry.

it on a date tomorrow night. Susie 
must choose a less favorite blouse to 
wear because mom refuses to wash a 
small load of clothes.

This time, 
however, he must fix himself some- 
thing to eat and clean up after 
himself. He must leave the kitchen 
in the same neat and clean condition 
in which he found it. The parents’ 
responses to these two situations are 
not cold and unfeeling. They teach 
the children that they accept the 
consequences of their action, They 
also learn they cannot expect or 
demand services from their parents 
when they (the child) do not uphold 
their part of a bargain. They learn 
responsibility to and for themselves.

What was happening in the rest of 
the world while the events of the 
Bible were happening? 


Due to the mass of information, we can note only a few of the world 
events that occurred while the Bible story was unfolding. Because of 
the devastation of the worldwide flood, no historical records, apart 
from the Bible, are available for the period before the flood. Ancient 
myths and legends very often begin with some sort of information 
about the flood, Abraham left Ur about 2,000 B.C., which would have 
been during Egypt’s Middle Kingdom, the second great age of 
Egyptian culture, About this time the first Indo-Europeans would have 
been entering Italy, and the Greeks would have finished occupying 
During the time of Joseph, about 1700 B.C., the great 
lawgiver Hammurabi would have been king of Babylon, and the S ang 
dynasty would have begun in China. 

Moses led the Israelites out of Egyptian bondage around 1200 B.C, 
At this time, the Celts were invading Britain, and the Greeks were 
Following the conquest of Canaan, the 

Israelites were ruled by Saul, David, and Solomon. They were followed 

by the warring kings of the divided kingdoms of Israel and Judah. 

During the period of the divided kingdom, in 776 B.C., the first 
‘ Olympic Games were held in Greece, and in 753 B.C., Rome was 
Jerusalem was conquered, and the Jews were taken into 
Babylonian captivity in the sixth century B.C, During this century 
Buddha was born in India, Confucius was born in China, the prophets 
Jeremiah and Daniel lived, and democracy was introduced in Athens. 
The fifth century B.C, saw the Jews returned from Babylonian 
captivity, the unsuccessful Persian attack on Athens, and the birth of 


The last four centuries before the birth of Christ were ‘“‘silent 
centuries,’’ with no living Biblical writers. But Daniel had prophesied 
the rise of Alexander the Great, the Roman empire, and the Jewish 
rebellion of the Maccabees, This was the period when the Great Wall 
of China was built, and when Caesar spread the Roman empire to Gaul 
and Britain, Important people who lived during this period include 
Plato, Aristotle, Julius Caesar, Cleopatra and Hannibal, 

At the birth of Jesus Christ about 4 B.C., Augustus Caesar ruled 
Rome, Tiberius Caesar ruled at His death, about 30 A.D. Acts and the 
writings of the Apostles cover most of the first century A.D. The first 
century A.D, was the century of the great fire of Rome, while Nero 
watched (64); the destruction of Jerusalem by Rome (70); and the 
destruction of Pompeii by the eruption of Mt. Vesuvius (79);. During 
this period, China began the practice that all government employees 
were required to take civil service examinations, and the Mayan 
civilization began to develop in America.

13, Fire Departments shall not use 
funds acquired by or through the 
Association to pay compensation to 
its members 

(c) All funds acquired by the 
Association shall be divided equally 
among all qualified member fire 
departments and the Association. 
(Association to receive a share to be 
held in an emergency reserve.) 

1, Member fire department must 
satisfy all requirements at the time 
funds are made available for 
distribution 

2. After receiving funds, member 
fire department must keep accurate 
records to verify that, County funds 


operation, equipment purchase, and 
repairs, 

3. Association share of funds 
shall be invested in interest-bearing 
accounts, to be determined by the 
Board of Directors. These funds are 
for loans, interest-free, to member 
fire departments for emer ency 
repairs ONLY, and must be REPAID 
by the department out of the next 
year's funds. 

4. Authorization to borrow 
emergency funds must be approved 
by a majority of the Board of 
Directors. 

5. After a savings of $5,000.00 

has been accumulated, the 
Association share is to be divided 
among member Fire Departments, 
all above $5,000.00 shall be divided 
equally among the member fire 
departments. 

6, On dissolution of a member 
fire department, all equipment and 
other items purchased with County 
funds shall become the property of 
the Coffee County Firefighters 
Association, 

(d) fhe Coffee County Fire- 
fighters Association will not have or 
issue shares of stock. No dividend 
will be paid, and no part of the 
income of this Corporation will be 
distributed to its general members, 
directors, or officers. The 
Corporation may not pay com- 
pensation to general members, 
directors or officers for service 
tendered. Nor may compensation be 
paid indirectly, as for instance, 
through member fire department. 
Compensation shall not be deemed 
to include expenses and 
reimbursements, unless voted on by 
the Board of Directors, 


_ (¢) The Coffee County Fire. 
fighters Association will make no 
loans to any of its directors, officers 
or general members. 

(f) No member or incorporator of 
the Coffee County Firefighters 
Association may have any vested 
right, interest, or privilege of, in or 
to the assets, functions, affairs or 


franchises of this € orporation, or any 
right, interest or privilege if 
membership ceases or while he or 
she is not in good standing. 

1. Expelled members shall have 
no property rights to assets of the 
Corporation. 

4. On dissolution, assets of this 
Corporation remaining after the 
payment or discharge of all liabilities 
of the Corporation, the return, 
transfer or conveyance of assets held 
on conditions requiring the same, 
and the transfer or conveyance of 
agsets received, shall be distributed 


Section 4. The tax hereby 
authorized shall be paid by affixing 
stamps as is required’ for the 
payment of the tax imposed by 
Section 40-25-] through Section 

, 40-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975, 

The state department of revenue 
shall have the same duties relative to 
the preparation and sale of Stamps to 
evidence the payment of such tax 
that it has relative to the preparation 
and sale of stamps under those 
sections and may exercise the same 
powers and perform the same duties 
in the same manner relative to the 
collection of the tax hereby levied 
that it does relative to the collection 
of that tax, 

_ Section 5. The state department 
of revenue is hereby authorized to 
promulgate and enforce rules and 
regulations to effectuate the purpose 
of this act. All such rules and 
regulations duly oromulgated shall 
have force and effect of law. 

Section 6. All laws, and rules and 
regulations of the department of 


revenue, relating to the manner and 
time of payment of the tax levied by 
Section 40-25.] through Seetion 
40-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, requiring reports from 
dealers and prescribing penalties for 
violations shall apply with equal 
force to the tax levied by this act as 
fully set out herein, 

Section 7. (a) None of the 
provisions of this act shall be applied 
in such manner as to be in violation 
of the commerce or other clauses of 
the federal or state constitution, 

(b) This statue shall not be 
construed to apply Jo cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products stored by a 
wholesaler dealer for the purpose of 
resale or reshipment outside of such 
counties which are actually resold or 
reshipped. 

Section 8. The provisions of this 
act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or 
unconstitutional, such declaration 
Shall not affect the part which 
remains, 

Section 9. The provisions of this 
act shall be construed in pari materia 
with any and all other provisions of 
law, or parts of law, relating to taxes, 
tobacco products or firefighting 
departments; provided, however, 
that all laws or parts of laws which 
are in direct conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed, 

Section 10, This act shall become 
effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law, 
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
